According to the plan this sec- 
tion would be paved beginning 
in October 2003, yet department 
employees noted they were still 
in the process of buying proper- 
ty for this section and were not 
sure even when that part would 
be completed.

On behalf of the family physi- 
cians of Alabama IT am writing 
to urge the passage of Govemor 
Riley's tax reform package. 


Quite simply, the future of 
health care in Alabama is at 
stake in ways you might not 
have thought about 

The Alabama Medicaid 
Agency, vital to providing fund 
ing for the health care of over 
700,000 poor — Alabamians 
(400,000 of whom are children), 
faces an operating deficit of 
$111 million for 2004, with 
increasing deficits thereafter, If 
the Governor's tax package 
fails, the state Medicaid System 
will fail, and a whole series of 
events will take place, none of 
them good 

When a doctor's office closes 
ina small town, everyone has a 
harder time getting needed care. 
Many physicians in our small 
towns would not be able to stay 
open if Medicaid collapses 
Medicaid patients would have 
no way to pay for the life saving 
medications they depend on; 
untreated, they will grow sicker, 
and providing medical services 
to them then will only become 
more expensive. Many of our 
hospitals are already in trouble 
financially, and would also find 
their emergency rooms 
swamped with patients who no 
longer have Medicaid or who no 
longer have a physician to care 
for them. Our medical school 
clinics and hospitals will be 
unable to continue teaching the 
physicians of tomorrow or pro- 
viding nationally recognized 
quality health care to those 
Alabamians who do have med- 
ical insurance without the fund- 
ing base provided by Medicaid 
patients.

Elba didn’t dominate the statistics in the win over Samson, but 
showed off a new big play running back, unveiled a big play pass- 
ing attack and took advantage of Samson mistakes to roll to the 
twenty-point win. The Tigers drove 70 yards for their first score, 67 
yards for their second score and 53 yards for their third score, and 
then let the defense put some points on the scoreboard with a long 
interception return for a touchdown. Tailback Kimmy Hill was. a 
bright spot on offense as he gained 94 yards on 14 cames and had a 
67-yard touchdown run nullified by a penalty. Hill packed a real 
punch when he ran, and simply ran through would-be arm tacklers 
and ran over others that came up and hit him head up. Elba may 
have lost its stable of runners from a year ago, but there is still at 
least one hoss left to carry the mail. Also shining in the lights at 
Miller was sophomore quarterback Brandon Kelley. Kelley didn’t 
even play quarterback last year on the junior team, but was moved 
into the role this year due to his athletic ability, and showed 
Thursday night that he has the potential to be something special. A 
career isn’t made in just one night, but last week both these young 
men stepped up and let every know that they were players. The Elba 
defense gave up some yardage, but only allowed one touchdown 
and began to control the line of scrimmage as the game went on. 
Kaleb Dyess and Marchello Reed had big nights in the line, while 
Brandon Wilson had a big night in the secondary as he came up and 
knocked the helmet off a Samson receiver with a big hit near the 
sidelines and later on returned an interception 56 yards for a touch- 
down. The Tigers won’t scare anybody with their size on defense, 
but showed that they can pack a punch. The 26-6 score may not be 
a true indication of just how good both teams were last week. 
However, Elba was much better than many thought and if the youth- 
ful Tigers can survive during their on the field education, better days 
may not be far away for the Black and Gold.

The Elba Tigers will kick off 
their 2003 football season on 
Friday night when they travel

The Tigers of Coach Mike 
Waters struggled to a disap 
pointing 5-5 record a year ago,

“Brantley always has one of 
the state's top lA football 
teams,” stated Elba’s Coach 
Mike Waters, “and this season 
they may very well have the 
state's best 1A team.

Tips for the 
outdooorsman 
in us all 


A marina operator once told me that many boaters tend to pro- 
crastinate when it comes to doing routine maintenance on their boat 
trailer. “They will polish the boat. have the motor tuned up, fine 
tune the fish finder, but ignore the boat trailer,” he said. 

Tire failure is a common trailer problem. Proper inflation is a 
must, including the spare. Many a boater has pulled their boat to the 
lake for years without a problem, but when they have that inevitable 
flat tire, the spare is also flat or has inadequate pressure. It is best 
to check air pressure when the tire is cold. Under inflated tires have 
excessive flex that causes damage to the sidewalls of the tire 
Inspect for uneven tire wear that indicates a bent axle or the tire is 
out of balance. If you fish in remote areas, it makes good sense to 
add an electric air pump and tire repair kit to the toolbox. 

Wheel bearing failure is another situation that can leave boaters 
stranded by the roadside. Lack of lubrication and water intrusion 
are the primary reasons for wheel bearing failure. The wheels 
should be removed and the bearings inspected at least every two 
years and annually if trailering long distances or if the boat is 
launched in salt water, If in doubt,repack the bearings and replace 
the spindle seals if they show any sign of leakage. Trailers should 
never be submerged that are not equipped with hubs that have 
grease fitting caps and waterproof seals. It’s a good idea buy a small 
grease gun and add a little grease every few months, even more 
often during times of heavy use. Most any marina can retrofit these 
items on a trailer, 

A complete replacement hub is not very expensive and can be a 
real time saver. Buy one with the bearings already installed and 
packed in grease. Store it ina waterproof container in the truck or 
truck toolbox and you can replace the whole hub if necessary. The 
old hub can repaired and equipped with new bearings and can 
become the spare. 

Electrical connections should be treated with a corrosion resistant 
lubricant. Check the ground connection to make sure it is working 
proper. Most ground connections are made through the hitch ball 
and coupler. If surface rust has accumulated on the ball or inside the 
coupler, an adequate ground may not be made. | have a ullity trail- 
er that is used only a few times each year. I have to hit the brakes 
and make several turns in the yard before entering the highway just 
to scrub the rust off so I can get a good ground for the lights will 
work, 

Inspect safety chains, winch and winch strap, tie downs, brakes if 
so equipped, and rollers. Performing routine trailer maintance in 
the backyard is not a bad job, but working on one beside the inter- 
State is no fun. 


Have you ever watched the outdoor shows on TV showing wad- 
ing fishermen landing a nice rainbow trout? They all show a fish- 
erman standing knee deep in a pristine mountain stream, decked out 
in waders and a fly fishing vest, having the time of their life with 
breathtaking scenery in the background. 

Alabama is basically troutless with the exception of Smith Lake 
and a few small stocked streams in North Alabama. If we want to 
trout fish we have to go to north Georgia, or the mountain regions 
of eastern Tennessee or western North Carolina. Since these spots 
are high on the popularity list for family vacations, it’s easy to com- 
bine a trout fishing trip with the family vacation, 

Last Week I had a severe case of cabin fever, so called my friend, 
Sam Coleman, to see if he wanted to wet a few flies in Cherokee. 
North Carolina. In Cherokee we met Tim MacCourmey, who owns 
and operates CCS Fly Fishing Outfitters (828-497-1515) in down 
town Cherokee just a short distance from the famous Oconolufice 
River. He suggested several stretches of the river that offered good 
fishing. We followed his directions and caught several nice trout. 

According to MacCourtney, there are over 30 miles of trout 
streams open to fishing on the Cherokee Indian Reservation. These 
streams are stocked twice a week from the last Saturday in March 
until the last day of October and once a week from November 
through February. All you need to fish on the reservation is a $7.00 
permit. 

While MacCourtney specializes in fly-fishing, he says a lot of vis- 
itors do well with spinning gear. He recommends ultra-lite to medi- 
um action spinning rods using 4 to 6 lb. test line, “ 1 recommend 
small spinner baits such as Mepps, Panther Martins and 
Roostertails. Lf you want to use live bail, a lot of trout are caught on 
night crawlers, said MacCourtney, 

For fly-fishing, MacCourtney recommends anything from a 3 to 
6 weight fly rod with a 4 or 5 weight being ideal. If you don't have 
the equipment but think you are interested, CCS Fly Fishing 
Outfitters can provide you with the necessary equipment on one of 
their guided trips, MacCourtney is very knowledgeable on what 
insects are hatching on the river and recommends flies such as 

Stimulators, Ants, Tellico aymphs, Price nymphs, Pheasant 


and others,
